Cigar Box with Powder and Matches 
in It Came in Broker’s Mail.

Wasserman’s desk it looked, in its brown 
paper wrappings, for all the world like a 
box of cigars.

DEMOCRATS ATTACK STEARNS. 


Make Campaign Material on Contra- 
diction of His ‘restimony.

ALBANY, July 20.—Lester F. Stearns of 
Dunkirk, Chairman of the Board of State 
Tax Commissioners, was flatly accused of 
perjury in the Assembly this afternoon. 

Asemblyman Leslie J. Tompkins, Dem- 
ocrat, of New York, made the charge and 
presented a resolution asking that the 
attention of Gov.

brought suit to restrain the execution of a 
lease to them of a strip of park land 
fifteen feet wide next to their building in 
Dunkirk.

Mr. Goldsmith Thinks He Drugged 
and Robbed Him, 


COMSTOCK TAKES A HAND 


May Aid In Detaining Accused While

Fred E. Carlton, whose record ts being 
investigated -by the authorities of Kings 
County on suspicion that he poisoned his 
two wives, was indicted yesterday by the 
Grand Jury of New York County for 
grand larceny. 

Charles A. Goldsmith of Stamford {gs the 
complainant. He alleges that he was 
drugged and robbed of $500 and a quantity 
of jewels in 1900 by a man he knew as 
Martinez.

When the investigation of Carlton re- 
cently began, Goldsmith came to New 
York and picked out Carlton's photograph 
at Police Headquarters and then told his 
story to the Grand Jury. 

He declared that he and Martinez or 
|Carlton were friendly in 1900. Carlton 
boasted his skill as a cook. Put to the 
test, he cooked a dinner which made Gold- 
smith unconscious. When the Stamford 
man came to, his valuables were gone. 

Anthony Comstock took a hand yester- 
day in the investigations which are being 
made into the past doings of Carlton. 
Comstock called at the borough head- 
quarters and had a long consultation 
with Inspector Adam Cross. His visit 
had to do with photographs which the 
olice say they found in Carlton’s trunks. 

he police think they can make them 
the basis of another charge on which to 
keep Carlton in custody while they are 
pursuing their inquiry concerning the 
deaths of his wives. 

A prominent criminal lawyer of Brook- 
lyn, who has made a study of the prog- 
ress made by the authorities in develop- 
ing a case against Carlton, declared last 
evening that, so far as the death of 
either of his wives was concerned, the

—He Explains. 


Harry Willis, thirty-four years old, of 
255 West Thirty-eight Street, walked into 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Police Sta- 
tion yesterday morning and demanded his 
clothes.

‘““A great many of our better class have 
been mistreated,’ said the Rev. Mr. 
Simms. “They have been arrested in 
many instances without cause, taken to 
the police station, and then to court and 
fined. We think the police should arrest 
more of the ‘ white toughs’ than they do. 
The police have been partial.”

LOSE HOPE IN CZAR; 
APPEAL T0 PEOPLE 


| Zemstvoists Now Regard a Revo- 
lution as Inevitable. 


PROPAGANDA TO BE ACTIVE 


Proposed Constitution Will Be Sub- 
mitted for Discussion to the 
Zemstvos and Doumas.

MOSCOW, July 20.—To-day’s Zems- 
tvoist Cong-ess marks the starting 
point of a new movement away from 
the throne and toward the people and 
from words to deeds. 

The temper of the asse:..bly was re- 
vealed by the speech made by Ivan 


| 


Petrunkevitch, who said that all hope| 


of reform from above had vanished, 


that a revolution was inevitable, and 
that it was their duty to prevent, if 
possible, the accompaniment of blood- 
shed. These words were greeted with 
a storm of cheering. 

The congress had at the previous 
night’s sitting declared its wish to boy- 
cott what ‘is facetiously styled the 
“ Bouligin Constitution.” The organiz- 
ing committee had proposed to take 
part in the elections under the Govern- 
ment’s scheme, but the matter was 
compromised on the understanding that 
the question should be left open until 
the Bouligin measure had been promul- 
gated, when the congress would be re- 
convened by telegraph. 

To-day the committee introduced its 
own draft Constitution, the text of 
which was published in the Russkiya 
Viedomosti. By a significant adapta- 
tion of English parliamentary practice 
the draft was passed on a first reading, 
the congress resolving that it should be 
submitted to discussion by all the | ems- 
tvos and Doumas before the second 
reading at the next congress. 

Princes Paul and Peter Dolgorukoff 
introduced resolutions by which the 
congress definitely committed itself to 
active propaganda among the people 
high and low. Another resolution de- 
nounced the outrages perpetrated by 
the administration upsn the lives and 
liberties of the people. 

To-morrow the congress will hear a 
paper from Prince Shakhovskoi on a 
national assembly and another on wo- 
men’s suffrage, and will close after 
adopting an appeal to the nation. 





ST. PETERSBURG, Friday, July 21.— 
The Government has made good its threat 
and has suspended the Slovo for a month 
for open defiance this morning of the 
strict order prohibiting publication of the 
proceedings of the Zemstvo Congress at 
Moscow. 

The Government, taking the ground that 
agitation pending the promulgation of the 
Emperor's reform project would be in- 
jurious, some time ago issued a general 





statement that ‘‘ somehow a speech that 
has been delivered before an audience 
does seem to have increased news value.”’ 
That, of course, is only putting the prob- 
lem in a new form and leaves the mystery 
just where it was. Not content with that, 
The Observer adds: ‘‘ And it is another 
singular circumstance that the printed 
report of the speech will be read with 


quite as much interest by nine out of ten | 


persons who heard it as it would be by 
those who were not present.”” That is 
true as far as it goes, but it doesn’t go 
half far enough.

May Protest to Us If the Loss of 
Manchuria Seems Likely. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—China’s noti-

China's insistence that she be consulted 
about any arrangements concerning Man- 
churia may necessitate her indirect parti- 
cipation in the peace negotiations. It is 
learned on the highest authority that the 
Chinese Government is inclined to trust 
Japan to execute her pledges regarding 
Manchuria. 


Nerves Unshaken by the Latest At« 
tempt on His Life. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The re- 
ports that an attempt was made to shoot 
M. Pobiedonostzeff, Chief Procurator of 
the Holy Synod, at the Tsarskoe-Selo sta- 
tion last night have been confirmed. 

In spite of his greatly advanced age and 
illness, M. Pobiedonostzeff’s nerves were 
unshaken by the attempt on his life. He 
drove to the Holy Synod and presided at 
a meeting, telling none of his colelagues 
of the occurrence until after the session 
closed. The Procurator then drove back 
to the station alone, and, unguarded, re- 
turned to Tsarskoe-Selo. 


M. Pobiedonostzeff is used to attempts 
on his life by this time, and doubtless 
regards the failure of the latest plot to 
kill him as further proof that his mission 
in Russia is under Divine protection, This 
mission, in his own words, is to restore the 
ideas that prevailed in mediaeval times 
and to disprove the theory that all power 
issues from the people. Pobiedonostzeff 
declares that the theory of parllamentar- 
ism has up to the present day deluded 
much af the so-called intelligence of Bu- 
rope, and ‘‘ unhappily infatuated certain 
foolish Russians.” 

Of the attempts to kill the Chief Pro- 
curator, the one which most nearly suc- 
ceeded was made in March, 1901, when 
Lagowski, a provincial official, fired at 
M. Pobledonostzeff four times after hav- 
ing obtained admittance into the Pro- 
curator’s study. Two of the shots nar- 
rowly missed the Procurator and .the 
others went into the ceiling of the room, 


RUSSIAN CROPS DESTROYED. 


Sirocco Adds to the Miseries of the 
Peasants—Famine Near. 


Sl. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The crop 
conditions in several of the Governments 
of Russia recently became worse owing 
to dry, hot winds which burn up the crops 
almost in a day. The most deplorable 
situation is in the Bogoroditsk District 
of the Tula Government} where, the Mar- 
shal of Nobility reports, wheat, rye, and 
other grains have been practically de- 
stroyed by a sirocco. 

He adds that last year’s surplus of grain 
and fodder has been consumed, that the 
cattle are without fodder, and that the 
poorer peasants will soon be facing @ 
famine.

parlors, are inspected every day.

In a decision by General Appraiser Hay, 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers yesterday sustained a protest 
filed by Alejandro Bozzo of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, it being held that the require- 
ments of the customs regulations are sat- 
isfied if the consular certificate showing 
currency depreciation is attached to the 
consular invoice at the time the certifi- 
cate is filed with the Collector. The board 
holds that it is not necessary to attach 
such certificates to pro forma invoices.

Nazro and Edward A. Moffett of the 
welfare department of the Civic Federa- 
tion, the last two having been engaged 
by the Panama Canal Commission to 
recreation problem on the Isth- | 
mus, sailed for Colon on the steamship 
Mexico yesterday afternoon. 

The idea of the commission is to dot the 
canal zone with baseball parks, tennis 
courts, and other equipment for athletic 
purposes, and this is the work that Mr. 
Nazro and Mr. Moffett are expected to 
accomplish. 

Yesterday when seen on the Mexico 
President Shonts expressed himself as 
heartily in favor of any plan to make the 
life of the men on the Isthmus more 
pleasant. 

“These opportunities for wholesome 
open-air exercise and amusement,” said 
Mr. Shonts, “ will be especially valuable 
and welcome to the clerical force and 
others whos. work is largely sedentary. 
We intend also to have clubhouses erect- 
ed, with every facility for reading and 
for all kinds of games and indoor amuse- 
In connection with these clubs | 
and their various rooms there will be rea 
opportunity for men to spend 
money in a proper way who wish to do 
so. Before undertaking this plan we con- 
sulted with officials of the National Civic 
Federation. The welfare department of 
that organization has put into practical 
shape some excellent ideas for providing | 
entertainment and recreation for the em- 
ployes of large industrial establishments. 
We are convinced that these plans can be 
adapted to meet the conditions on the 
Isthmus. We shall take with us accord- 
ingly two experts that the National Civic | 
Federation has furnished to look over the 
field and prepare definite plans. 


BETTER HOUSES AND QUARTERS. 
‘These plans will include also better 


houses and quarters for the men. The 
problem of housing is highly important,

We recognize that a Government employe 
down on the Isthmus is entitled to a hab- 
itation and surroundings in keeping with 
his American standard of living.”’ 

President Shonts then briefly discussed 
in a general way the canal work proper. 

‘‘The first thing for us to do,” he said,
